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lion. W, C. Wells, chief commissioner 
of hinds aud works took the witness stand 
virtually all yesterday before the Colum- 
bia & Western land grants commission, 
being cross-examined at great length by 
Mr. Duff— with still further investigation 
through him reserved for when the com- 
mittee resumes its business this morning. 
As breaks in the monotony of the Chief 
Commissioner's examination, Mr. Gore, 
his deputy, gave evidence concerning the 
preparation of certain orders-in-couucil 
from "outside memoranda," and Mr. 
Joseph Martin came from the hospital at 
liis own request to make a voluntary 
statement repudiating any knowledge of 
the transaction with which rumors have 
connected him— as being one of the two 
members to receive an interest in the 
subsidiary company. Several telegrams 
addressed to the committee chairman, 
and to Mr. Wells, apparently from Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy at Montreal, found 
their way to the long table during the 
day, and were passed from hand to 
hand for interested examination by com- 
mittee members ami counsel, being re- 
served however from the public gaze. 
From present appearances the committee 
cannot complete its formidable task dur- 
ing the present week, and further ad- 
journment of the legislature may pos- 
sibly be necessary. Meanwhile the busi- 
ness of sifting evidence is proceeding a.s 
rapidly as may be. This morning it is 
expected that Mr. Wells' testimony will 
be concluded, while it is also probable 
that Deputy Attorney-General -McLean 
will go upon the stand. 

In resuming his evidence yesterday, 
lion. Mr. Wells declared that the change 
affirmed by order-in-council on the 19th 
December, 1000, giving these two par- 
ticular blocks to the British Columbia 
Southern, was made at Mr. W. J. Tay- 
lor's suggestion, and through his per- 
sonal effort, although Mr. Taylor had 
denied before the committee that he had 
taken any active part in either this or 
the Columbia & Western matter. Mr. 
Taylor had produced the draft of the 
ministerial recommendation upon which 
the order-in-council was to be framed, 
and it was this draft that was used in 
the department, the substance being put 
in regular form, and Mr. Gore, at his 
own initiative, adding one other clause 
regarding surveys, to which Mr. Taylor 
bad vigorously objected, holding that it 
might hamper the project in hand. When 
he (Wells) had- returned to Victoria in 
early August, 1901, he had been told 
by Mr. McNeill, his secretary, that dur- 
ing his absence from the city, a letter 
hud been received from Geo. McL. 
Brown, which Mr. Turner had taken 
charge of in his (Well's) absence, and 
which had been laid before the execu- 
tive. Afterwards Mr. Dunsmuir had 
told Mr. McNeill that Mr. Turner would 
give directions in the matter to Mr. 
Wells himself. He did not remember 
having received any such directions from 
the then acting Premier. The meeting of 
the 10th August was merely to give ef- 
fect to matters already virtually settled 
in executive. 

After the Crown grants were ordereil 
prepared at this meeting of the 10th 
August, he had not been at all satisfied 
as to the legitimacy of the proceedings 
in deviating the statutary direction, and 
had secured the opinion of Mr. Cordon 
Hunter. Subsequently having received 
specific instructions from Mr. Dunsmuir, 
concurred in by Hon. Mr. Prentice, he 
had gone to Montreal. While there in 
an interview with Sir Thomas Shaugh- 
nessy, of which there were several, he 
had directed Sir Thomas' attention to 
the fact that these lands in question 
had previously been granted to the B. 
C. Southern. Sir Thomas was apparent- 
ly much surprised. It was, he said, 
tile first intimation he had received that 
thfe order-in-council had been passed 
making such appropriation. The C. 1*. 
II. president had added that he would 
have been perfectly satisfied to have 
taken these lands as part of the B. C. 
Southern subsidy. He had understood 
that there was some difference between 
the B. C. Southern and the Crow's Nest 
Pass Coal Company, and Sir Thomas 
had sent for the agreement between his 
company and tin 1 Crow's Nest i'ass Com- 
pany, and read it to the witness. It 
wns apparent that whoever had secured 

the change of these lands fr the P.. 

C. Southern to the Columbia & Western 
subsidy had don,' so without the knowl- 
edge or direction of Sir Thomas Shiiugh- 
nessy. 

When in Montreal on this occasion, 
besides Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, Mr. 
W. .1. Taylor had taken a very active 
interest in the matter of these land 
grants. Mr. Brown also was there, but 
witness recalled no conversation with 
him. He certainly had had with Mr. 
Taylor, lie (Well's) had been sitting in 
the rotunda at the Windsor, and Mr. 
Taylor had said to him, "come and sit 
down over here." pointing to one of the 
pillar seats, it was at that time that he 
(Taylor) had divulged his proposition 
looking to the delivery of the grants.

From Our Owu Corresoondent. 

Vancouver, May 7.— W. J. Robinson, 
of Warnick & Co., New York, is in 
\ aucouver to finance the deal by which' 
$150,000 is to be spent to deepen the 
channel of False Creek, reclaim land, 
mid build wharves. Messrs. Kelly and 
Burnett, who secured the concessions 
from the government, met Mr, Robinson 
in Ottawa. 

Alex. Tolmie, one of the widest known 
men in British Columbia, died at the 
city hospital today. Mr. Tolmie is ti 
member of the well known Tolmie fam- 
ily of Victoria, and was born on the 
Island. Dr. Tolmie, his father, came 
to Victoria from the Old Country with 
the lirst officials of the Hudson's Bay 
Company. The late Mr. Tolmie was the 
proprietor of the Douglas hotel, New 
Westminster. 

(By the end of August the chutiug ot 
the chutes will commence across the 
Inlet, -Mr. J. G. 'Woods, who is financial- 
ly interested in the scheme, stated to 
the Ledger yesterday that work was 
now being pushed on the chute. A saw 
mill is iu operation on a level piece of 
ground some distance above the dam, 
cutting lumber for the chute, and a bi,g 
gang of men are to be sent up the Cap- 
ilano right away to rush the work to 
completion. The actual cost of the 
chute is not more than $25,000, but the 
expense of getting the shiugle bolts 
down will be necessarily heavy. As 
everyone knows, however, the class of 
cedar in the high reaches of the Capil- 
ano is very fine, aud when Mr. Woods 
has demonstrated to the timber world 
that the proposition of utiliziug the miles 
and miles of magnificent timber can bo 
successfully worked out, ?ie will ha-vc 
neeouiplitjhed a great good for Vancou- 
ver, by not only opening tip a very large 
source of supply of timber, .but by en- 
couraging other timber meu to go away 
back and high up for their timber. 

A large delegation of timber men 
from Westminster and Vancouver were 
preparing 1 to again visit Victoria, for 
the purpose of protesting against the in- 
crease in tlie timber lieeuse. They de- 
cided, however, under the existing con- 
ditions in Victoria, they would defer 
their visit. 

There was a customs sale of abandon- 
ed unclaimed, and seized goods held by 
Mr. Rankin yesterday. The seized 
goods were more numerous than usual. A 
thousand pounds of Chineso tobacco 
was sold for 50 cents a (pound. Ten 
thousand ' cigars a:id cheroots realized 
$3(5 a thousand. One man bid on what 
he thought wero Turkish cigarettes and 
found that they were of Chinese manu- 
facture when they were delivered. An- 
other man took a chance on a watch, 
buying it for .$3.50. It wns subsequent- 
ly appraised at !p2. 

Tlie Terminal City Steamship Com- 
pany have offered to put on a ferry be- 
tween Vancouver and North Vancou- 
ver. The application, was received too 
late, however, another offer being ad- 
vanced to the bylaw stage. 

A prominent canueryman states that 
owing to the increase of the Chinese 
per capita tax, they Tvill have to pay 
more to Chineso labor. This would les- 
sen their jprolits and the fishermen 
would be tho ones to suffer. This in- 
formant said that tho cannerymen were 
pleased at the <3ecision of tho Japs not 
to fish, if the report was true, as there 
were too many boats ou the river last 
year. : \ 

A rousing hauqnet was given by the 
Vancouver football and hockey players 
at tho Mnison do Ville restaurant last 
night. Col. Worsuop was iu the chair. 
The toast list was lengthy and the 
toasts were enthusiastically responded 
to. All the boys, whom Vancouver is 
.proud to point to as winners of the foot- 
ball trophy and cracks on tho hockey 
team, were around the groaning tables, 
and spoke when occasion demanded. 

There are now fifty ministers in at- 
tendance at tho United Clericus of the 
Episcopal church. Today papers were 
read on "Ideals of Clerical Life," by 
the Rev. II. H. Gowan, of Seattle; 
'"Work Among the Sailors," by the Hon.

Montreal, May 7.— The strike situation 
today appears to Lave generally improv- 
ed, and a settlement is considered within 
reasonable distance; This is said to be 
due to the wearing down of the striking 
longshoremen, and the hanger of their 
families. Strikers, who have not receiv- 
ed their $5 from the union for the week 
of strike, are becoming restless, and 
want to return to work. 

J. G. . O'Neill, vice-president of the 
■Longshoremen's Union, went to Ottawa 
this nfbrning to consult with Sir Wil- 
frid Luurier and Sir William Mulock, 
which according to announcement from 
Ottawa, has resulted in the. Minister of 
Labor deciding to come to Montreal to 
try to effeci a settlement. 

A large number of teamsters returned 
,jo work on the wharves this morning. 

The conference of shipping men and 
representatives <jf the longshoremen, 
called for this morning, was postponed 
until this evening on account of the ab 
.senco of Mr. O'Neill, vice-president of 
the Longshoremen's Union. 

The manufacturers meet at "> o'clock 
this afternoon lo discuss the question of 
closing down industries unless a settle 
jneiit of the strike was reached shortly 
Shipping men today refused to accept 
the proposition made last night by the 
union leaders for a settlement of the 
big strike. Injecting the proposition, the 
steamship men issued the following 
statement: The new terms will not !>>:_ 
accepted by the shipping interests if 
presented. The clause respecting fore- 
men is a transparent attempt to obtain 
a preference for union men in another 
form. The. terms already agreed upon 
provide that the men shall return 
work so soon as places may be vacant. 
This covers the point. There is, and 
had been, no dispute with the foremen. 
Their strike, such as it is, is a purely 
sympathetic one. They now ask a guar- 
anteed preference for themselves, and 
through them a preference for their fel- 
low union men. 

No doubt the greater number of 'the 
foremen will be re-employed, but the 
steamship companies must retain the 
right of employing whom they please. 

As to the presentation of grievances, 
there can be no objection to a clause 
giving the opportunity to employees of 
.stevedores of the respective companies 
addressing the companies interested in 
the matter. 

The Montreal branch of the Cana- 
dian manufacturers at a meeting this 
afternoon, adopletl a resolution express- 
ing sympathy with the shipping interests 
fin their efforts to maintain a free and 
open labor-market at the national port 
of Canada, 'and declaring that all labor 
organizations or unions should be local 
in compositioii; and in all cases should 
he so organized as to bo ameuablo to 
■civil law. ■ .*•'". '•• • 

The commanding officer of the militia 
guarding the docks, attended the Board 
of Trade meeting this afternoon, and 
asked the Hoard to eudeuror to induce 
• the government to send a permanent 
corps here to relieve the local militia 
men, who in many cases are losing their 
positions. A committee of the Board 
will go to Ottawa tomorrow to see the 
Minister of Militia. 

Col. Gordon, D. O. C today presented 
to the city a hill for $5,000 to cover ex- 
penses so far incurred by the militia in 
.maintaining order at the docks. 

On the docks today, conditions Im- 
proved slightly. More men and more 
teams were at work than yesterday, hut 
the tie-up is still of gigantic proportions, 
chiclly through the sympathetic strike of 
the teamsters. Cargo is coming out of 
the vessels, but most of it remains piled 
up on the* wharyes. The Independent 
Labor Bureau secured another hundred 
men today, bringing the number up to 
1,311, and work was carried on aboard 
oiu of 2\ steamships. 
The transport companies have about 
1 50 non-union teamsters at work, hut 
tiny ;;•<> kept inside the revetment wall 
along tli- harbor front, moving goods 
from the siiii^ to the cars. Since navi- 
gation opi ned only one Atlantic liner, the 
Lake Ohnuipluiu, has sailed from the 
port. It is expected the Allan liner C'or- 
i*fJ.'i:in will -:<il tomorrow. 

On Saturday, the Dominion liner Can- 
ada, and the Vllcn liner Bavarian, will 
lie ready. Their cargoes will be incom- 
plete. The Grand Trunk Railway still 
refuses to accept any freight except live- 
stock and grain for Montreal. 

The striking longshoremen's roll today 
showed 3,3"JO names.

C. May 7— The Rossland 
Miner publishes tomorrow a lengthy re- 
port from Fort Steele that is likely to 
create widespread comment throughout 
the province. The report says: "Fort 
Steele, May ti. — It is reported there is a 
cloud upon the title of another large 
East Kootenay laud grant to the Cana- 
dian Pacific. The recent signing by) the 
Lieutenniit-Covernor of the hill cancel- 
ling the grant of over 000,000 acres in 
block 4,593, embracing the whole of 
the southeast corner of British Columbia, 
has resulted in investigations here re- 
garding the titles to another Canadian 
tPueifie laud grant from the provincial 
government, and a new and startling dis- 
covery was made. 

"Adjoining block 4,50:5 on the west, is 
block 4,ChS0, containing about one million 
acres of coal, oil, timber, and farm 
lands. The grant is many miles wide, 
ami extends from the international boun- 
dary northwards across the Crow's Nest 
Railroad into the heart of the 101k River 
country. The tract is fully as rich, if 
not richer than the now famous Flat- 
head district, contained in block 4,503. 

"it is certain that the Crown grant to 
block 4,580 is irregularly issued it the 
survey was not made in accordance with 
prescribed rules of the government plain- 
ly set forth. Actual surveys are requir- 
ed and held notes of the same are tiled 
with the Department of Lunds and 
Works at Victoria before a Crown grant 
issues. 

"Unless these rules have been com- 
plied with, the railway company's title is 
open to question.

May 2'2; and the balance to be 
distributed from June to December. Tin.

Through 
various Loudon houses, applications in 
behalf of American clients were made 
this afternoon for allotments of the 
loan.

London, May 7.— The British govern- 
ment's attitude in the Balkan crisis may 
he summed up as being one of passive 
indifference. It is pointed out at the For- 
eign OUice here that Great Britain is 
not bound by any treaties to interfere 
in behalf of Bulgaria. Although she 
was chiefly responsible for bringing Bul- 
garia 'nto existence, Great Britain never 
undertook the preservation of Bul- 
garia's interest, but she is pledged to 
maintain the integrity of the Ottoman 
peace. 

The British Foreign Office also un- 
derstands that neither Russia Nor Aus- 
tria intend to interfere, unless some un- 
seen issue becomes involved. Thus, 
Turkey appears to have a clear bund.

T. — The News' London 
c.-ilde says: The London Shipping [Fed- 
eration has despatched a second steamer

The principal papers here received at 
noon today an anoymous despatch urg- 
ing them lo immediately publish a 
warning to the people of the realm 'not 
io go to Canada, alleging that there Us 
a congestion in the labor market there, 
with the exception of agricultural em- 
ployment, and that processions of Un- 
employed Inborors are to be seen in every 
large town. The editors smelt a rat, and 
treated the despatch as' a dodge gotten 
up by strikers in Canada. Up to the 
hour of cabling, the despatch had not 
appeared in any of the papers. 



' [Washington, May 7.— United States 
'Secretary of War Root and Senator 
ILodge, member of the Alaskan Boun- 
dary commission, held a long conference 
today at which the details of the ar- 
rangements for the meeting of the com- 
mission in London were discussed. Sen- 
ator Lodge expects to leave for Europe 
early in July, but Secretary Root do 
not expect to sail until about August 
25. The commission will not meet un- 
til he arrives in Loudon, but it is exp-ie;- 
ed all the preliminaries will be arranged 
previously. 




CAPTURING MONASTERIES. 

French Capuchin's Barricades Are Forc- 
ed by Police and Dragoons. 

Paris, May 7. — The energetic course 
adopted by the civil and military authori- 
ties is rapidly closing up the congrega- 
tions which refused to disband. The 
Capuchins me offering the strongest re- 
sistance, and are barricading their mon- 
asteries at n number of points. Their 
establishment at Carossone was taken 
today by the* poiice, assisted by a squad- 
ron of dragoons and a detachment of 
infantry, after two hours resistance. A 
crowd of about 5,000 persons made 
demonstrations against, or in support of 
the authorities, Tho Capuchins were ar- 
rested. 

Exciting scenes attended the trinl of .1 
TUimber of Capuchins at the Palace of 
Justice today, on the charge of refusing 
to disperse after having been ordered to 
do. so. Disorderly crowds, surrounded 
the buildings. A large force of police 
occupied the streets. Several persons 
were slightly injured, nml a number of: 
arrests were made. The Capuchins were 
convicted and lined .$5 each. 



WAR PREPARATIONS. 

Unusual Activity in Japan Owing to 
Crisis in Manchuria. 

Steamer Tosa Maru, which arrived 
yesterday, brought news from Tokio that 
unusual activity is prevailing in Japan 
as a result of the feeling against Russia 
in regard to the Manchurian entente. 
The Japan Advertiser says the arsenals 
of Japan are now working day and night 
with increase d staffs mid vast amounts 
of naval ami military stores are being 
turned out. The Yokohama paper says 
Japan is preparing for a decisive step. 

The Japan Times reviewing the reports 
from North China, says that far from 
taking steps to evacuate, it is plainly 
shown thai Russia is engaged in active 
warlike preparations. Large stocks of 
coal and provisions are being stored, and 
there is great military activity in Man- 
churia and the Gulf of Pechili. The 
Tokio papers says things look decidedly 
ugly in North China. 

Pekin correspondents state that no re- 
ports are being received at Pekin of af- 
fairs in Manchuria since Russia secured 
control .if tin' communications. From 
Port Arthur it is reported thai no Jap- 
anese are now allowed to (ravel in 
Manchuria. 

A despatch from Newchwiing tells of 

the transference of il Iiief of the cus- 

tonis, a Britisher, who was removed to 
another port, and his post given to a 
young Russian. 

The Russian squadron was busily pre- 
paring wl the Tosa .Maru h It for 

naval manoeuvres, which were to com- 
mence on May 10. The vessels which 
have just arrived to reinforce the fleet, 
and a portion of the Russian, volunteer 
Meet, were to lake part, the aggregate! 
displacement of the squadron being about 
180,000. The final sham lighting is to 
take place near Tsushima Straits, and 
after the manoeuvres the squadron will 
he divided in two sections, one going 
to Port Arthur anil the other to Vladi- 
vostok.

The schooner hurried by the Port 
Townseud quarantine station to avoid 
detention, and it was alleged that she 
was driven past on the first occasion 
and -well toward Seattle by storms, and 
as she had been bound to lloyal Rotidf, 
-die ivus working her way back to her 
destination— hence her action in passing 
the quarantine station. The fact *hat 
the ownership of the eehooner is « ques- 
tion pending before the Seattle courls 
is. however, a strange coincidence. 

The Sequoia lost the crew which slip 
look out from Seattle when she carried 
a cargo of lumber from thai (port to 
.Manila, and when she shipped a crew 
at the Philippine Islands port for the 
return voyage, there were two turbulent 
characters, Chiuiiberlnin ami Murphy. 
I.Mueh whiskey got on board the schoon- 
er before .she sailed, and the mute was 
intoxicated with many of Die crew. 
iWheu the schooner was off Oorregidor 
and was tacking seaward, the drunken 
crew mutinied. 

lOapt White had his wife on hoard 
the schooner, and he remained aft with 
her. Tie gave his revolver to a sailor 
who had come aft to tell of the mutiny, 
and told the sailor to go forward and 
quell the disturbance in the foe-sle. Mur- 
phy resisted the efforts of the sailor to 
quell the mutiny, and lie was shot. The 
sailor with the revolver then threatened 
to shoot any other of the erewwho re- 
fused to obey orders, Then the mutin- 
eers gave in. 

Capt. White said in Manila that tV 
mutiny of the crew almost cirusod the 
wreck of the schooner Sequoia. The 
men refused to lower the jibfr under a 
fresh squall encountered off Oorregidor, 
and the vessel had a narrow escape 
from going ashore. Johnson, "the mate, 
•was drunk and liclpleHs. 'The mutin- 
eers were all arrested Iry the Manila 
police, including Murphy, who was 
badly wounded. Ho was removed to 
the hos pita l. 

lOapt. White thinks the mutiny to have 
been little belt'cr than .-attempted piracy. 
The mate .Tormsoii had stowed the 
clothes of Chamberlain and 'fllurphy,

COPPER. 



Exports of capper from the United 
States ifor April were 13,3S0 tons, as 
compared with l<j,400 tons during the 
MiUte month hist year. During the first 
1V1U-. months of this year the exports of 
copper were 45,787 tons, as compared 
with C3.S90 tons lust year, a difference 
of 20,000 tons. The price of copper has 
advanced considerably since the begin- 
ning of this year. The question for tUose j 



interested in the copper market 
whether the exports of copper have fall- 
en because the price has advanced, or 
whether the price has advnnced because 
the exports have fallen. Either rela- 
tion of cause and effect would explain 
1 lie position, but the difference to cop- 
per producers is very great. What lias 
become of this 20,(101) ions of copper? Is 
it stili in the mine, that is to say. has 
production been restricted to that ex- 
tcmV We think not. Certainly no evi- 
dence lias been produced that the pro- 
- (taction of copper has undergone, or is 
undergoing, any diminution in the Unit- 
ed 'States, or in the countries which ship 
••upper to the United States. Has this 
cupper been absorbed in American man- 
ufactures? The manufacturing indus- 
tries in the 1' lifted Slates arc very ac- 
tive, but not more active than they were 
a year ago, and we do not know of any 
direction in which the consumption of 
copper has been increased. Has this 
copper been absorbed in what is known 
as invisible supply? That is, has it 
been purchased by individual manufac- 
turers from producers and stored away: 
It is very unlikely, we should think, 
that manufacturers would stock up now 
with capper to a greater extent than 
thoy did a year ago, when the price was 
much lower than it is now. Is the cop- 
per- in question simply being (withheld 
from the market by producers, princi- 
pally the Amalgamated Copper Corn- 
puny, with a view to influence the price 
of the metal? Whether this is the cor- 
rect view or not. it is certainly the view 
taken by the financial world, and it is 
the explanation of why the shares of 
cupper companies have not responded 
as they should have done to the advance 
in the price of the metal. Copper was 
wo r th twelve cents a pound on the Hirst 
of January. in, tile thirteenth of April 
it was worth ififteen and one-eighth 
edits. That difference represents an 
enormous difference in the earning pow- 
er of copper mining companies, were it 
caused by a 'legitimate demand, and not 
by market manipulation. But it is quite 
c vident that the people who invest in 
copper mining shares do not believe that 
the rise has been caused by legitimate 
demand. The shares of the copper com- 
panies, and particularly of the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company, refuse to ad- 
vance in mccordance with the apparent 
condition of the copper market. The 
permanency of the present price of cop- 
per would be an excellent tiling for 
British 'Columbia. ,but a better knowl- 
edge of the conditions affecting the cop- 
per market than is now available would 
have to lie secured, before its perman- 
ency could safely be predicted.

become universal. Aha? lie proposes 
to evolve a collectivist community out 
of people who are inspired without ex- 
ception by strong individualistic pro- 
clivities, to make a silk purse out of a 
sow's earl .lust as soon as the system 
of .government ownership was extended 
so far as to challenge the special priv- 
ileges of government employees, these 
employees being purely individualistic 
in their attitude towards their employ- 
er, the government, would immediately 
step in to prevent its further extension. 
The result would be precisely what we 
already see forming' in Australia, a 
caste of government employees organ- 
ized for their own protection in an im- 
pregnable phalanx. 'We do not wish. 10 
deny that municipal and government 
ownership and operation of certain lines 
of business are admirable things. But 
such enterprises must be run on ordin- 
ary business lines for profit, and can 
never be safely so extended as to make 
the employees a considerable force in 
politics. These two factors represent 
very definite limitations to the applica- 
tion of the principle of nvuuieipa." and 
government ownership of public utilities, 
limits which cannot safely be trans- 
gressed, as Australia is gradually find- 
ing out (o her cost.

There js one feature about the gov- 
ernment ownership of public utilities iu 
Australia which is distinctly discourag- 
ing:, from whatever point of view it be 
regarded. Ii lias brought into existence 
an enormous number of government 
employees who are thoroughly organized 
from ;i political point of view to prevent 
economy. These employees are not so- 
cialists or collect ivists, or ary other 
kind of faddists, they are government 
job-holders, and they light like cats 
against dislodgment from this position. 
They are tax-eaters, and when taxes 
begin to fall short, they utilize their 
political power to see that more are 
collected to feed them, and as they con- 
stitute 13 per lent, of the entire male 
population and 20 per cent, of the vot- 
ers, their power is considerable. In 
Australia, its everybody knows, there! 
has been a .succession of bad years of 
drought and crop failure. When har- 
vests fail, tt community, no matter on 
what basis it is organized, lias to tight- 
en its belt. We know of no social sys- 
tem yet discovered, or likely to be dis- 
covered, -which can create ■ food. If 
there are four people to be fed, and only 
three loaves of bread with which to 
feed them, three-quarters of n loaf will 
bo each mail's ration. But in Australia 



The dread shadow of reciprocity with 
tile United 'Stales is coming up* oil the 
horizon of Canadian politics. The Brit- 
ish preference is to be got out of the 
way on the ground that Britain refuses 
to reciprocate. It is true that if Great 
Britain does not reciprocate, Canada 
should consult only the interests of 
Canada, and, through those interests, 
the interests of the Empire. If the in- 
terests of the Empire are to be consult- 
ed directly by Canada, then they must 
also be consulted directly by other por- 
tions of the Empire as well. This we 
believe has .always been' the attitude of 
the Conservative party in Canada, not 
the attitude of bargaining for selfish 
advantage by one part of the Empire at 
the expense of another part, but the 
recognition of unit mil interest by all 
parts of the Empire. But that has not 
been the attitude of the Liberal party. 
It proffered the preference as a free 
gift on the part of Canada to inter-Im- 
perial trade, which it now threatens 1o 
take back, on the ground that Great 
.Britain has not responded in kind, but 
really to make way for reciprocity with 
the United Slates, for the British pref- 
erence constitutes a fairly effective bat- 
to the kind of reciprocity treaty which 
the United Stales would be likely to en- 
tertain.

That Victoria is on the verge of it 
strike which will paralyze the building 
trades industry for many weeks is the 
opinion of those most conversant with 
the situation. A mass meeting of all 
members of unions having connection 
■with the building' industry in Victoria 
-Willi he held at Labor Hall this even- 
ing; and it is freely predicted that as a 
result of such meeting an order will go 
forth which will have the effect of caus- 
ing the painters, bricklayers, plumbers, 
electricians, stonemasons and stonecut- 
ters to lay down their tools in sympathy 
with the carpenters who are on strike 
for an increased wage. 

The enlargement of the trouble which 
bids fair to assume proportions Which 
will have a very important hearing up- 
on general business conditions in Vic- 
toria, is born of a failure to reach a 
settlement of the carpenters' strike — the 
latter, considering it necessary that their 
hands should be strengthened by the 
co-operation of all workers in trades af- 
fecting the building industry. 

The Carpenters' Union feel that they 
have beeu treated in a very brusque 
fashion by the members of the Builders 
Association, who. in response to a re- 
quest for a conference, on the points 1:1 
dispute, forwarded the following reply: 
John Hammond. Esq.. Secretary Carpen- 
ters' Union: 

Yours of the 4th to hand. Would say 
(Hurt the Builders' Association is very 
much averse to further discussion of the 
matter with the union, ami could. not very 
well meet a deputation before Saturday 
night at their special meeting, and then 
onlv for a few minute.-; on account of ottlor 
matters of more pressing Importance oc- 
i-upvlng their attention. However, we 
eouid not I" any respect vary our ultima- 
turn. Referring' to the condition relating 
to membership of contractors und foremen, 
we will be willing to add the words "If 
feasible." Hoping this will meet your

The Carpenters' Union took this let- 
ter as being intended, from its word- 
ing, to be notification of the severance 
of friendly relations, and. at once for- 
warded the following reply: 
Carpenters of Victoria to Secretary of 
Builders' Association : 

Your communication of the 5th was laid 
before a mass meeting of carpenters last 
n'piit and It was unanimously decided that 
leeelpt of same should be acknowledged, 
but owing to your not seeing your way 
to alter tilie ultimatum in any respect no 
deputation would be appointed to wait op- 
mi you on Saturday night.

Recognizing the futility of attempting 
to conduct further negotiations with the 
members of the Builders' Association, 
the carpenters made the next move in 
the game or industrial strife — arranged 
for u mass meeting of the building 
workers at Labor Hall this evening, 
when the matter will be discussed in 
its entirety ami consideration given to 
the expediency of ordering a general 
strike of all workers in the building 
trades in 'Victoria. 

As before stated, the general opinion 
among the carpenters who have arranged 
the meeting is that the various unions 
interested will strike in sympathy with 
the carpenters. This, it is believed, will 
mean a complete cessation of building 
progress in 'Victoria for some time at 
least. 

Should the strike become as general 
as is supposed by those best in a posi- 
tion to judge of the situation, some -100 
men will be affected, though that num- 
ber is not mow being constantly em- 
ployed. The laborers have already ex- 
ipres«ed themselves as determined to 
stand by the striking carpenters; and it 
is (Claimed by the latter that the paint- 
ers, plumbers, stonecutters, stonema- 
sons, bricklayers and electricians are 
in the same mood. 

■Work will cease on all the buildings 
r.ow in course of erection; and these 
will include the new Congregational 
church on Pandora street, brick blocks 
going up on Yates street, and numerous 
other ■structures in process of erection 
in other parts of the city. The com- 
mencement of operations on the new 
liostoiu block on Government street 
will no doubt be indefinitely delayed, if 
the general strike spoken of is ordered. 

'The whole trouble has arisen -out of 
the demands of the Carpenters' Union 
for an increase in wages, over the pres- 
ent scale, to W~\0 per day— or, in other 
words, they want $19.25 per week of 
44 hours. 

This demand was promptly refused by 
the master builders, who present the ar- 
gument that it is most unfair to ask for 
an increase when the building industry 
is so depressed.
